Mayor Frank Curran, president 
of the National League of Cities, 
and seven other public officials 
lave been indicted on bribery- 
conspiracy charges connected to 


rate increase once voted for 


the Yellow Cab Co. 


They were members of the 
ity Council in 1967 when it ap- 


proved a 22 per cent fare in- 
crease for 
the 
city-regulated 


firm. 


A consultant had testified that 


Yellow Cab was already getting 
a 178 per cent return on its in- 
vestment. The rate increase, he 
said, would cost patrons $1.24 
million more annually. 


A ninth person was named in 


the county grand jury indict- 
ments returned Thursday. Iden- 
tity was withheld as the accused 
was sought.

Two sheriff's officers arrested 


Curran in his office hours after 
he told a news conference of re- 
ceiving a Christmas gift ot a 
candelabra 
worth 
about $40 


from Yellow Cab. 


The indictment accused Cur- 


ran of taking bribes and ot con- 
spiracy to pervert and obstruct 
justice 
and 
contended that he 


accepted $3,000 froln an attor- 
ney for the taxi company. 


"My conscience is clear," he 


said after being booked on the 
charges. The 56-year-old mayor 
has said he would run next year 
for a third four-year term. 


The eight city councilmen and 


the mayor, who votes with the 
council, are elected on a non- 
partisan basis. 


Curran and the seven cithers 


arrested were released on their 
own recognizance after booking.

successful campaign for mayor. 
He failed lo list them as cam- 
paign contributions, the grand 
jury said.

Not The First Time 
For Fence-Straddling 


The President's Commission on 


Campus Unrest hns come up with 
reports that in one part or sm- 
other satisfy everybody, and, in 
total, snlisfy nobody. 


The reports are filled with pi- 


ous truisms and judgments that 
hnve been apparent, to any reas- 
onably 
objective observer 
for 


months. 


For example, the commission 


willed the deaths of the four stu- 
dents at Kent State University 
last year ."unnecessary, unwar- 
ranted and inexcusable." 


Within days after that campus 


tragedy occurred last May this 
country newspaper said "the im- 
mediate cause for the deaths of 
four students at Kent State Uni- 
versity in Ohio appears to be poor 
exercise of command over green 
National Guardsmen." 


And it didn't take hundreds of 


thousands of dollars and pro- 
longed hearings to figure it out. 


The commission also found that 


"those who wreaked havoc on the 
town of Kent, those who burned 
the EOTC building, those who at- 
tacked and s t o n e d National 
Guardsmen, and all those who 
urged them on and applauded 
their deeds, share in the responsi- 
bility for the deaths and injuries 
of May 4." 


On May 6, this newspaper noted 


concerning Kent that Adolph Hit- 
ler liked mass meetings "because 
this is the state of mind I re- 
quire." And the newspaper added 
that "unless the cycle of violence 
is stopped once and for all, there 
will be more Kent State trage- 
dies." 


There have been, one a bomb- 


ing at the University of Wiscon- 
sin which killed a brilliant young 
researcher. The Wisconsin epi- 
sode is particularly interesting in 
that the Commission on Campus 
Unrest advises President Nixon 
to "exercise his reconciling moral 


leadership" ns the first step in 
preventing more violence on cam- 
puses. 


What possible words from the 


President could bring reconcilia- 
tion with the students who could 
write in an editorial in the stu- 
dent newspaper of the University 
of Wisconsin: 


"The bombing of the Army 


Mathematics Research Center de- 
stroyed an object of widespread 
political hatred and struck a blow 
to the American military ma- 
chine." 


While mourning the death of 


the researcher killed in that ex- 
plosion—"because we love life"— 
the writers went on to urge that, 
"In order for its (the center's) 
physical destruction to have any 
meaning beyond a specific point 
in time, the 
movement from 


which the bombing sprang must 
be expanded." 


The campus unrest commission 


hasn't reached a verdict; it is 
simply presenting some fact and 
many homilies to win plaudits 
from everyone. The fence-strad- 
dling isn't surprising to anyone 
who remembers recent history. 
The commission chairman, former 
Gov. William Scranton of Penn- 
sylvania, put on a national dis- 
play of riding off in two direc- 
tions at the Republican National 
Convention of 1964. While loudly 
proclaiming his loyalty to the 
GOP, he nevertheless was among 
the first to disavow the GOP 
presidential nominee, Barry Gold- 
water. 


The plain truth is that campus 


violence will continue so long as 
milling students lend their sym- 
pathetic presence to threatening 
demonstrations, so long as college 
officials compromise with vandals 
and arsonists. 


And the man in the street 


knows it regardless of the Scran- 
ton commission's dillentante ef- 
forts to make it seem otherwise. 


Time For Action

"Government concerned must 


develop a realization of the harm 
this illegal cultivation causes and 
resolve to end it on their own or 
with international assistance."
